And What Have You

About this time every year for the 
past several years I have tried 
without success to get the school, 
civic clubs or just individuals in­ 
terested in some type of summer 
recreational 
program 
for 
our 
youngsters. 
Don’t expect to have any more 
success this year than I have had in 
the past but feel that some program 
for the young people of Hamlin is 
needed — so here goes again. 
The list of towns in this area that 
have annual summer programs for 
their youth grows each year with 
Hamlin being one of the few left doing 
nothing. 
While Hamlin does have a pretty 
good baseball program to its credit 
this can hardly be called a summer 
program for two reasons. One is that 
it is over before the summer is much 
more than one-third gone and the 
other is that it makes no provisions 
for the girls. 
What makes it so bad is that we 
have the facilities and the trained 
people are available — all we need is 
a little money and some interest. 
But unfortunately, no one seems to 
care. 


Another good project I would like to 
see the people of Hamlin undertake is 
getting our theatre opened here 
again. The people of Albany, after 
their theatre was closed for about a 
year decided that something should 
be done and they did it. 
They formed a 
non-profit cor­ 
poration, bought or leased the theatre 
there, remodeled it and are running it 
on weekends. 
V olunteer 
w orkers 
did 
the 
remodeling, they replaced the seats 
and got the projection equipmnent up 
in shape and are now open every 
weekend. As I understand it, only the 
projectionist is paid with everyone 
else volunteering their time. 
The Garden Club took on the project 
of selling annual memberships at $50 
each and raised over $2800 in a few 
weeks. 
I have no idea what it would cost to 
get the theatre here opened again or 
even if it would be available, but 
believe if Albany can support a 
theatre on weekends surely Hamlin 
can. 
A friend of mine is serving on the 
board of directors of the Albany 
organization and if any organization 
here is interested in looking into the 
project I would be happy to arrange a 
meeting with some of the people of 
Albany. 
There is a great need for a show 
here, especially for the junior high 
school age youngsters. The only way 
these kids can go to a show now is to 
get together and find someone willing 
to take them to Stamford or Abilene. 
It has about been proven that the 
youngsters of Hamlin won’t support a 
youth center but I believe that they 
would support a clean, well run 
theatre, especially one that could 
operate on a minimum amount of 
income through volunteer support. 


While mentioning Albany, I would 
like to put in a plug for the annual 
Fort Griffin Fandangle scheduled for 
this weekend and next. If you have 
never seen this production I would 
highly recommend it to you. 
This will be the 32nd production of 
this outdoor stage performance put on 
by local amateurs with professional 
results. The show runs for six nights 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday of 
this week and Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday of next week. 
The Fandangle is a gentle satire of 
life at the famous western outpost of 
Ft. Griffin, Texas, and the lively and 
lusty town of Griffin which sprang up 
in the shadow of the fort. The musical 
portrays the different facets of life in 
pioneer times through pageantry, 
comedy and showing off Western 
style.

Jones County is ranked 
among the best equipped counties in 
the state. In the Neinda community 
one finds a great deal of pride being 
shown in many ways. There are many 
new modern farm homes will all the

successful. This will improve 
our first grade program. 
During my tenure the cost of 
operating our school has in­ 
creased. There are many 
reasons for this. Teachers^ 
salaries have 
more than 
doubled; also the cost of school 
buses, teaching materials, fuel 
for heating and cooling, in­ 
surance, maintenance of plant, 
auxiliary personnel and in­ 
struction services all have more 
than doubled; some have 
tripled.

And What Have You

About this time every year for the 
past several years I have tried 
without success to get the school, 
civic clubs or just individuals in­ 
terested in some type of summer 
recreational 
program 
for 
our 
youngsters. 
Don’t expect to have any more 
success this year than I have had in 
the past but feel that some program 
for the young people of Hamlin is 
needed — so here goes again. 
The list of towns in this area that 
have annual summer programs for 
their youth grows each year with 
Hamlin being one of the few left doing 
nothing. 
While Hamlin does have a pretty 
good baseball program to its credit 
this can hardly be called a summer 
program for two reasons. One is that 
it is over before the summer is much 
more than one-third gone and the 
other is that it makes no provisions 
for the girls. 
What makes it so bad is that we 
have the facilities and the trained 
people are available — all we need is 
a little money and some interest. 
But unfortunately, no one seems to 
care. 


Another good project I would like to 
see the people of Hamlin undertake is 
getting our 
theatre opened 
here 
again. The people of Albany, after 
their theatre was closed for about a 
year decided that something should 
be done and they did it. 
They formed a 
non-profit cor­ 
poration, bought or leased the theatre 
there, remodeled it and are running it 
on weekends. 
Volunteer 
workers 
did 
the 
remodeling, they replaced the seats 
and got the projection equipmnent up 
in shape and are now open every 
weekend. As I understand it, only the 
projectionist is paid with everyone 
else volunteering their time. 
The Garden Club took on the project 
of selling annual memberships at $50 
each and raised over $2800 in a few 
weeks. 
I have no idea what it would cost to 
get the theatre here opened again or 
even if it would be available, but 
believe if Albany can support a 
theatre on weekends surely Hamlin 
can. 
A friend of mine is serving on the 
board of directors of the Albany 
organization and if any organization 
here is interested in looking into the 
project I would be happy to arrange a 
meeting with some of the people of 
Albany. 
There is a great need for a show 
here, especially for the junior high 
school age youngsters. The only way 
these kids can go to a show now is to 
get together and find someone willing 
to take them to Stamford or Abilene. 
It has about been proven that the 
youngsters of Hamlin won’t support a 
youth center but I believe that they 
would support a clean, well run 
theatre, especially one that could 
operate on a minimum amount of 
income through volunteer support. 


While mentioning Albany, I would 
like to put in a plug for the annual 
Fort Griffin Fandangle scheduled for 
this weekend and next. If you have 
never seen this production I would 
highly recommend it to you. 
This will be the 32nd production of 
this outdoor stage performance put on 
by local amateurs with professional 
results. The show runs for six nights 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday of 
this week and Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday of next week. 
The Fandangle is a gentle satire of 
life at the famous western outpost of 
Ft. Griffin, Texas, and the lively and 
lusty town of Griffin which sprang up 
in the shadow of the fort. The musical 
portrays the different facets of life in 
pioneer times through pageantry, 
comedy and showing off Western 
style.

the state. In the Neinda community 
one finds a great deal of pride being 
shown in many ways. There are many 
new modern farm homes will all the 
city conveniences and their 
farms 
are being handled in the most ap­ 
proved manner to produce the highest 
yield. 
The school though is the real center 
of that community. It is there that 
every famil is directly or indirectly 
interested.

successful. This will improve 
our first grade program.
